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Grasmere Church, built on the site of a chapel which 
dated back to the 13th century, is charmingly situated 
beside Grasmere Lake. In the churchyard there can be 
seen the graves of the poet Wordsworth and his family. 
Allusion^ to the peaceful quiet of this little churchyard, 
and the great poet who sleeps there, have been made by 
Matthew Arnold and other later poets. 
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
